GIURSA was involved in a Xufire Rumanian operation as of 19 February 1953 
(DIR 41551) and was at that time registered as an informant of CIC Salz- 
burg (EASA 1030 )♦ On 25 August 1953 he travelled on an Austrian passport 
to Trieste, where he claimed to have been sent by F a ther Florian KU2LLER* 
GIUREA stated in Trieste that he worked for the Iron, Guard in Salzburg, 
backed by the United States and collaborating with QiDINVY* (TnIB 4?17)* 
According to EGQA 10417, 17 February 1953, GIUP1IA is known to have poli- 
tical and intelligence connections with the French in Innsbruck. He was 
once an agent of Vasile KAILAT, working for Kurt AUNPR, ai d has p03ed as 
a liaison officer between American authorities and the Rumanian Committee 
^in Salzburg* 

b* Princess CARAGEA 

CARilGEA, a self-conf essed Rumanian agent, was turned over to the French 
by C3C and was almost certainly working for the FIS as of July 1951* She 
was intimate with BOGDAN (formerly a Zipperite under AUIIHR of GV A), and 
wa3 probably observing the AIS through BOGDAN for the French* CARAGEA 
told a CIC informant that she had penetrated GV A through one of AUNER 1 s 
top employees, and that she had promised to help AUN2R find a job with 
SHAPE when he was dropped by GV A. Sometime before July 1951 CAPJvGEA 
met Kermine J0517IG, former secretary to Erich KEEIjEAYR, in Salzburg, 
offering J03V/IG 2,000 schillings for some mission which JQ3NIG probably 
turned down. (H*IA 7499, July 1951*) 

c* lilrcea POP A 

POPA, Chairman of the Rumanian Provisory Committee founded in Paris in 1943, 
worked for Zipper in Austria until June 1951> and was believed to have main- 
tained contact with Kurt AUNER after that date (H3-LA 12275, 10 July 1952)* 

In June 1952 POPA was in contact with I*fergit GROSZCHOPF, and was said by 
CGNSTAKTIKESCU to be inve stilting GROSZCHOPF for a U.S. intelligence agency 
C m 7567,'? June 1952). 

d. Vasile MAPAT 



Fonuer mayor of Bucharest, appointed for the projected Rumanian Army of the 
SIMA Government in Vienna, 1945; reportedly the second man in the Austrian 
organization ol the Iron Guard next to SIMA (CIC report S 3453, 9 September 
1946), According to EGQZ 10417, MAHAT worked for AUNSR as of September 
1951, and was known to ’nave political and intelligence connections with the 
French in Innsbruck*

SAKDU was reported in L1ASA' 264, 15 February 3 351, as a key figure in the - 
• local H 0 ria SH-IA grouty, and a close collaborator of Father Florian HUELLER, 
who in turn maintained’ ‘clandestine contact with the Eipperite BOGDAN.
